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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The present Office Action is responsive to Applicants Amendment filed April 24, 
2003. The Examiner acknowledges the amendments to Claims 1, 5-7, 10, 12, 13, 18- 
21 , 30 and 31 , and the cancellation of Claims 23 and 25-29. Claims 1 -22, 24, 30 and 
31 remain pending in the instant amended Application. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-22, 24, 30 and 31 have been allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to Claims 1-19, patentability resides in that the on die terminations of the first 
and second chips of the first module are disabled and the on die terminations of the first 
and second chips of the second module are enabled, in combination with the other 
limitations of base Claim 1 . 

As to Claims 20-22 and 24, patentability resides in the combination wherein a 
first path of conductors is terminated in on module terminations of the second module 
and a second path of conductors is terminated in on module terminations of the first 
module, in further combination with the other limitations of base Claim 20. 

As to Claims 30-31 , patentability resides in that the DRAM comprises a linearized 
active resistive termination bias circuit coupled to control inputs for at least some of the 
field effect transistors, in combination with the other limitations of base Claim 30.
